Pay Hike Urged For Rail Yard Workers 


Boost Is Denied 
For Trainmen 
And Conductors 


WASHINGTON, 
June 15—UP)— 


A presidential board today recom- 
mended a 40-hour week and an 1S- 
cent hourly wage increase 
for 


about 75,000 railroad yard service 
employes. It recommended denial 
of wage boosts for about 125,000 
trainmen and conductors. 
The emergency board filed 
Ita 
report with President 
Truman. 


Such recommendations usuall" are 
the basis for settling rail labor dis- 
putes. 


The railroads and two unions In- 
volved—the Brotherhood of Rail- 
road 
Trainmen and Order 
of 
Hallway Conductors—now have 
SO. days In which to negotiate un- 
der the Railway Labor Act be- 
fore the unions could take strike 
action. 
The 
board 
recommended that 


the 40-hour week and 18-cent hour- 
ly wage boost for yard service em- 
ployes, represented by the two un- 
ions, become effective next Oct. 
1. These workers now have a 48- 
hour work week. 


The unions had asked for 
the 


Bame pay for a 40-hour week 
as 
they had received for the 48-hour 
week. In denying this demand, the 
board said: 
' 
"The higher rates (with the 18 
cent hourly Increase) 
together, 
with 
added opportunities 
for 


overtime work at time and one- 
half after 40 hours, would serve 
to offset any substantial reduc- 
tion in take-home pay occasion- 
ed by the shorter weekly.hours." 
The board estimated that the in- 


creased cost to the railroads 
of 


the recommendations for the yard 
service employes would be 
about 


$40,000,000 a year. 
The 18-cent-boost, the board said, 


would raise the average pay of 
the yard workers to $1.76 an hour.

Seven Counties Included In Sixth 
Congressional District Show Heavy 
Population Losses In 1950 Census 
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Four Towns Show 
Only Increases In 
Robertson County

Dally Sun Staff 
Preliminary census figures com- 


pleted for the sixth district show 
the eight counties had average in- 
crease in population losses to the 
tune of better than four per cent 
above the .'1930-1940 losses. 
The 
eight counties had an average loss 
of eight and nine-tenths per cent 
between 1930 and 1940. 
This in- 
creased to 13 per cent between 1940 
and 1950. 


The district had a net loss in 


population of 24,717 between 1930 
and 1940. This jumped to 35,575 
between 1940 and 1950. The aver- 
age loss per county in the 1940 
census was 3,531, and 6,082 in the 
1950 report. 


Of the eight counties in the dis- 
trict, all but Brazos showed popula- 
tion losses during the past 
two 


decades. Brazos gained 23 1-2 per 
cent, or 6,288, in the 1940 count, and 
went up 41 per cent, or 11,287, in the 
1950 report. 
Census 
Supervisor 


George E. Adams said the 1940- 
1950 increase was principally due 
to the inclusions of students and 
their families at Texas A. and M., 
and at Allen Academy. 
"In 1940," he said, "these students 


•were credited to their home com- 
munities."

Intrastate Rail 
Rate Hike Slated 
In Texas Shortly 


AUSTIN, June 15—(/F)—An 8 per 


cent increase in Texas interstate 
rail freight rates on most commod- 
ities has been authorized by the 
railroad commission. 


The higher rates will go Into 


effect about June 25. Notices of 
the boost, which brings most with- 
in-the-state rates in line with in- 
terstate rates upped by the ICC 
last August, have been mailed to 
carriers. 


Among products expected from 


the 8 per cent increase in inter- 
state rates were sulfurlc acid in 
tank carloads; iron ore from East 
Texas to Houston; limestone to 
steel mills at Lone Star, Tex., and 
Houston: Manure from Fort Worth, 
Houston and San Antonio to the 
Lower Rio Grande valley; and sug- 
ar in carloads. 


The increase will become effect- 


ive 10 days after 
the 
railroads 


published the new rates.

France plane crashed in the Per- 
sian Gulf last night, and 39 of 
the 52 persons it carried are fear- 
ed dead. The craft plunged Into 
the Gulf at almost the same spot 
where another Air France plane 
crashed two days ago with a loss 
of 46 lives. 


Officials said 13 persons 
had 
been rescued by early afternoon, 
including 
five of 
the 
crew of 


eight. 
Twelve infants were re- 
ported to have been aboard the 
plane. 
Only one is known saved. 


This plane and the sister C-51 
Skymaster which crashed 
two 


days ago were en route from In- 
dochina to Paris. 
Officials have 
not discarded the possibility of 
sabotage by adherents of the In- 
dochina 
Communists who are 
fighting the French. 
Air France officials 
in Paris 
said the plane carried 44 pas- 
sengers and eight crew members. 
The officials said the search 
of 


the area was continuing 
with 
more than 100 small fishing boats 
scouring the area. 


. nerican and British Air Force 


planes 
based 
in the 
Gulf area 


joined the search, but a low ceil- 
ing hampered their efforts. High 
winds and choppy waters made 
It unlikely that life rafts from 
the plane could stay afloat 
for 
long. 


The survivors all were report- 


ed to be French citizens.

Peruvian Rebels 
Reported Routed 
From Arequipa 


LIMA, Peru, June' 15.—UP)—At 
least 40 persons were believed to- 
day to have been killed in a two- 
day revolt during which rebels cap- 
tured most of the city of Arequipa. 
The governmnt 
announcd 
loyal 


troops, moving into th city, had 
put down the revolt. 


The government blamed Com- 


munists' for the uprising. 


Arequipa, with a population of 


93,000, is Peru's second largest 
city. The rebels at one time held 
the city h«ll, military headquar 
ters, the airport, a radio station 
and other buildings. 
No official figures on casualties 
were announced, but there were 
many wounded in addition to the 
40 estimated dead. 
, 


Loyal troops crushed the revolt 


as soon as they reached the city, 
the 
government 
announcement 
said. 
Censorship, '-nnosed when 


the revolt began, was lifted this 
morning. 


While the rebels held control of 


Arequipa they announced by radio 
that "many places 
in 
Southern 


Peru have revolted against the 
government." 
But authorities here 
said the uprising was confined to 
Arequipa and that quiet prevails 
in the rest of the country. 


Many persons were reported un- 


der arrest both in Arequipa and 
here. 
Loyal troops hold complete 


control, the government said, and 
the task or restoring the city to 
normal is under way.

Thomas and Ives 
Propose Special 
Investigating Unit 


WASHINGTON, 
June 15—(#)— 
Senators Elbert Thomas (D-Utah) 
and Ives (D-NY) proposed in the 
senate today that congress set up 
a 
seven-member commission 
to 


make all investigations. 


The proposal was viewed as a 


direct outgrowth of the 
contro- 


versy over the senate's Inquiry in- 
to Communists-in-government char- 
ges. 


Thomas and Ives suggested that 


the commission be composed of 
two senators, two representatives 
and three public members. 


Under the proposed rules of 


appointment 
they 
laid down, 
the' President would 
select 
a 


panel 
of 
private 
Individuals 


from which the 
three 
public 


members would be named. The 
congressional 
representatives 


would me split evenly between 
the two major parties, but two 
of the three 
public 
members 


could represent one narty. 
Thomas said in a speech pre- 


pared for the senate that he does' 
not join In criticism of a senate 
foreign 
relations subcommittee, 


headed by Senator Tydngs (D-Md). 
This group is investigating Com- 
munist 'charges made by Senator 
McCarthy (R-Wis). Thomas is a 
member of the full foreign rela- 
tions committee. 


He said, however, that inquiries 


"embodying the grave nature of 
the Tydings investigation should 
be conducted with complete disre- 
gard for personal and party pre- 
judice." 


Ives said in a statement that 


the apponitment of public mem- 
bers who were "not presently act- 
ive in the political arena would 
minimize 
those 
excesses 
which 


sometimes come with 
potential 


motivation." 


Rules Committee 
Fails To Act On 
Tidelands Bill 


WASHINGTON, June 
15.—UP)— 


The fate of 
legislation 
to give 
states title to land under marginal 
seas is up to the House rules com- 
mittee—and there is no indication 
of when the committee may act. 


After a two-day hearing that at 


times was bitter, the committee 
Wednesday wound up without ac- 
tion after hearing arguments for 
and against the bill to turn over 
to states the so-called oil rich tide- 
lands. 


The committee took no action 


on the bill at its meeting today. 
It adjourned, subject ta call back 
into session by its chairman, Rep. 
Sabath (D-I11.) 


The committee must approve the 


bill to get it onto the House floor 
promptly for debate. It it fails to 
do so, the only avenue left is a 
procedure that requires many days, 
sometimes weeks. 
This is a peti- 


tion to force the bill out of the 
committee. 
, 


Rep. Brooks (D-La) said today 


he hoped arrangements could be 
made for an early House Vote 
on the bill. 


The supreme court's decisions 
that the Federal government has 
paramount rights over the offshore 
lands "have made us realize more 
than ever before that the Tide- 
lands issue must be decided by 
Congress and that it should be 
decided as quickly as possible," 
Brooks said. "From the viewpoint 
of the states, delay will no longer 
help."

Texas Oil Production Rut 
On 21-Day Basis For July 


AUSTIN. . .June 
15—tflP)r-The» 


Texas Railroad Commission 'todajf 
ordered a 66,706 -barrel per day 
increase In the July oil allow- 
able over June. This will permit 
flow of 2,445,935 barrels of crude 
•daily. 


• The increase was achieved by 
adding two days to the statewide 
producing 
schedule, 
boosting 
it 


to 21 days, but leaving the East 
Texas field on 19 days. 
At the same time, the Com- 


mission did away with the spec- 
ial 'allowables granted low cold 
test crudes since May, thus plac- 
ing those fields on parity with 
other producing fields. 
The Commission issued a state- 


ment with its July oil order say- 
ing it was "glad to be able thus 
to do away with the special al- 
lowables granted to special types 
of crudes that existed in Texas 
since May." 


"We believe that special 
al- 


lowables should not be granted 
except under 
unusual 
circum- 


stances. 
These 
exceptions were 


made under the threat 
of im- 


ports," the Commission said.

Federal Grand Jury Clears Officials 
Of Mishandling Amerasia Papers Case 


NEW 
YORK, June 15—(/P)—A 


special grand jury today cleared 
government officials and agencies 
of any shortcoming in the Am- 
erasia stolen documents case. 


At the same time, however, the 


jury called upon the department 
of justice to issue a detailed re- 
port on the case. 


The panel has been Investigat- 


ing subversive activities for the 
past 18 months. During its ses- 
sions, It returned a perjury In- 
dictment against William W. Re- 
mington, former commerce de- 
partment economist, and espion- 
age indictments against Judith 
Coplon and Valentin Gubitchcv. 
The action was taken in a pre- 


sentment—grand jury notice of an 
offense or unlawful state of af- 
fairs. 


The presentment 
charged that 


precautions against the theft of 
government papers had been "en- 
tirely inadequate." 
But it 
safd 


that the jury had found no evi- 


dence that the 
department 
of 


justice was remiss in its prosecu- 
tion of the Amerasia case, or that 
any official acted improperly by 
attempting to delay arrests. 


The grand jury began probing 


the Amerasia case two weeks 
ago. The case Involved the 1B45 
theft of 1,700 government docu- 
ments, some of which were re- 
covered by the FBI In the New 
York office of the magalzne Am- 
erasia, now defunct. 
Praising the FBI for the role 


it played in the case, the jury 
said it felt that had espionage 
laws been different, "the prosecu- 
tion procedure would have been 
entirely different." 


"Other telling factors Involved 


certain legal procedures which, If 
followed, might have revealed to 
thP enemy information that It was 
essential should 
be held," 
the 


President continued.

Tax Agreement 
Believed Reached 
At Demo Huddle

Democratic tax. law drafters were 
reported today, after a surprise 
secret huddle, to be in virtual 
agreement on a billion-dollar-plus 
excise tax cutting bill that could 
avoid a presidential veto. 


The huddle, 
understood 
to 


have been attended by house 
ways and means Democrats and 
Speaker Rayburn, changed the- 
whole outlook for tax legisla- 
tion—which had been dark for 
this session. 
They 
made no announcement, 


but there were indications their 
minds were about made up to: 


1. Ram through a- bill slashing 


excise taxes by .$1,100,000,000 
on 
jewelry, furs, luggage, toilet pre- 
parations, 
movie 
tickets, travel 


tickets, baby bottle warmers and 
scores of other items. 


2. 
Put into the bill a hike in 


the 
income tax rate 
for large 
corporations, perhaps from 
the 


present 38 per 
cent to 41 per 


cent—to collect about $500,000,000 
additional 
from 
these corpora- 
tions annually. 


3. 
Meet a July 1 deadline for 


house passage of the measure, so 
that the senate will have time to 
act before the present congress 
adjourns. 


The secret meeting developed 


the first strong Indication that 
tho 25-member ways and means 
committee will approve a boost 
in corporation income taxes, to 
avoid President Truman's threat 
to veto the bill If it fails to off- 
set the excise cut by larger tax- 
es in other directions. 
The president proposed a four- 


point increase in the corporation 
tax rate to pick-up $675,000,000 an- 
nually but the committee Demo- 
crats are leaning toward a three- 
point jump. 
It is understood also 
that the committee Democrats are 
about to accept the administra- 
ion's proposal for elimination of 
the present so-called "notch" pro- 
vision in the corporate tax. 


Under present law the corpor- 


ate income rate -is 21 per cent on 
the first $5000; 23 per cent on 
the next $15,000;

Rubber, Steel Scrap Among Few Items 
Showing Drops In Recent Dealings

Rubber and steel scrap, which 


climbed sensationally 
In 
recent 


months to new all-time highs, have 
been falling this week. They stand 
out against the long list of other 
commodities which are still climb- 
Ing of holding their high points. 


A handful of other commodities 


have been coming down, too, and 
today makers of some of finished 
'products, whose raw material costs 
have been rising, see little chance 
as yet of staying out of the infla- 
tion parade.' 
Rises Not Justified. 


Trade sources say that rubber 


and steel scrap prices went higher 
than was justified by any but spec- 
ial and temporary conditions—and 
measures were taken to end these 
conditions. 
For example, 
natural 
rubber 


prices dropped six cents a pound 
at Singapore in the first two days 
of this week. Trade sources think 
it's because 
Chinese 
speculators 
have changed their minds. 
They 


had been holding rubber to force 
the price up. 
Steel scrap also went to a rec- 


ord . high of $46 a ton at Pitts- 
burgh. But this week $3 was shav- 
ed off the price.

give several reasons.

Six nations of Europe h.ive 


agreed in principle to the 
French proposal for a pool 
of their steel and coal indus- 
tries. Thus the creation of 
this great 
economic 
pool 


seems to be a certainty if the 
detailed plan can be worked 
out by the six, and if no 
block"is throw in the way by 
an outside power. 


A 
block 
from 
outside 


might come from two sour- 
ces. One is Russia, since any 
development which strength- 
ens the anti-Communists na- 
tions of Europe is inimical to 
the present policies and pur- 
poses of the Russian govern- 
ment. 
It 
is questionable 


whether Russia can do any- 
thing to prevent accomplish- 
ment of this pool, however. 
The other possible blocker is 
Great Britain. The proposed 
industrial pool would become 
a powerful competitor for 
British coal and steel. More- 
over it might very well be 
the foundation for political 
union of the six and other 
nations, 
a political union 


which 
could have great 


strength and powei\ 
Great 


Britain has always aimed to 
forestall the unification of 
Europe, to prevent the rise 
of any single politcdl power 
capable of dominating 
the 


Continent. Britain faces the 
decision whether to try to 
block this union or to join it. 
The latter course would in- 
volve a conclusion that a new 
Europe is about to be born, 
and 
that British 
policies 


must be revised accordingly. 


It is the high hope of Am- 


ericans that there is to be a 
new Europe. For w.e can" see 
little prospect of enduring 
peace unless there is a fun- 
damental change in the rela- 
tions of the little group of 
nations, which has bred two 
great wars. 


HOW TO CUT TAXES 
The real way to achieve 


federal economy has been 
found by a history student. 
He came across a provision 
in constitution of the Con- 
federate States which might 
profitably have been includ- 
ed in the fundamental law of 
the 
nation. This forbade 


Congress to make any ap- 
propriations not called for in 
the presidential budget, un- 
less so voting by a two- 
thirds majority. 


This provision recognized 


that a national budget is pri- 
marily 
executive business, 


not legislative. The tradi- 
tional soundness of the Brit- 
ish financial structure, until 
the, war years, is largely due 
to observance of this prin- 
ciple. 


In practice, such a 
pro- 


vision would reduce the num- 
ber of costly local improve- 
ments which strengthen 
a 


congressman's chances of re- 
election but are of no partic- 
ular importance outside of 
his district. The requirement 
of a two-thirds vote would 
put most of them out of the 
running. 


When cons t i t u t i o n a 1 


amendments are next con- 
sidered, it might not be a 
bad-idea to examine the fun- 
damental law of the Confed- 
eracy. 


THE COAL MARKET 


The Bureau of Labor Sta- 


tistics recently surveyed the 
coal situation and reported 
that more layoffs and short- 
ened work weeks can be ex- 
pected by coal miners. They 
are capable of producing, in 
only 200 working 
days 
a 


year, about 
25 per cent 


more coal than the nation 
now uses. The report said 
sadly that there is an un- 
solved problem or readjust- 
ing the industry to its re- 
etricted market. 


It must be granted that 


the problem will not be solv- 
ed easily, but outside inex- 
perts could make a couple of 
quick suggestions. The first 
thing the coal industry ought 
to do is to stop restricting its

was a notable step, decided 
that North America should 
be British and not French.

DEPOSED HERO 


Stalin may have to dis- 


credit a great national hero. 
A Georgian, 'Stalin must 
have been brought up to re- 
vere Schamyl, who in the 
middle of the nineteenth cen- 
tury fought for thirty years 
to free his country from Rus- 
sian rule. Finally captured, 
he received 
much milder 


treatment than any rebel 
against Russian authority to- 
day. He was assigned to a 
residence in the central part 
of Russia, and allowed some 
liberty of movement, even to 
go on a pilgrimage to Mecca 
in Arabia, where he died. 


Schamyl has 
arisen 
to 


plague Stalin. The national 
Prize Committee for Litera-, 
ture and Art recently gave 
an award to a history of 
thought in the present Soviet 


satellite state of Azerbaijan. 
This borders on Iran, and 
was the scene of Schamyl's 
chief struggles. The award 
evoked 
protests, 
on 
the 


ground that Schamyl, laud- 
ed by the history, was not a 
praiseworthy character, but 
had collaborated with the 
Turks and British to annex 
part of the Georgian domain. 
The committee, yielding to 
these objections,, has now 
asked the Council of Minis- 
ters to cancel the award. 


Nobody, except Lenin him- 


self, did more to 
advance 


the Communist triumph in 
Russia than Leon .Trotsky. 
After Trotsky fell out with 
Stalin, he .was not merely 
murdered, but his achieve- 
ments were falsified in the 
history textbooks in order to 
reduce his historic stature. 


If this could happen to a 


national hero like Trotsky, 
the discrediting of Schamyl 
is not surprising. Will Stalin 
like .the blackening of his 
boyhood ideal? 


THE WORD FROM BIFFLE 


Doubtless it will be many 


years-before public opinion 
samplers have heard the last 
of the 
1948. election. One 


who will do his bit this year 
to prolong their agony is Les- 
lie L. Biffle, secretary of the 
Senate. Biffle was the man 
who donned overalls and 
toured the country in a bat- 
tered farm truck in the sum- 
mer of 1948 to test Presi- 
dent Truman's chances for 
re-election. His going was 
considered something of a 
jest and hobo.dy paid much 
attention to his report, no- 
body,, that, is,, except 
the 


President and a very few of 
his intimates. His report, it 
is recalled, was accurate, in 
definite contrast to those of 
the professional pollsters. 


Biffle will try it again this 


year, with the aim of pre-

'wouldn't eat."

I axes Increase On Farms, Ranches 
While Incomes Decline, Report Shows 


COLLEGE STATION, June IB. 


—Iff)—Taxes on Texas farms and 
ranches are going up, while farm 
income declines. 
The trends were reported 
by 
two Texas A. and M. professors, 
Robert G. Cherry and L. P. Gab- 
bard. 
They are assistant 
pro- 
fessors and head, respectively, and 
A. and M.'s department of agri- 
cultural economics and sociology. 
Such taxes averaged 25.7 cents 
an acre in 1949, a 15 percent in- 
crease over 22.4 cents in 1948, 
they said. 
Taxes per acre have advanced 


for three successive years, indi- 
cating a distinct upward trend 
and marking: an end to a Jong 
period of stabilized levies. 
For 
the 11 year period, 1836-46, taxes 
varied only slightly from an av- 
erage of 18 cents per acre. 
The 
typical farm or -ranch tax bill in 
1949 was 40 per cent above that 
level. 
Few Ixx;aJ Hikes. 
Most of the rise in 1949 was 
accounted for by increases 
in 
state and school district taxes. 
County and special district levies 
were up only slightly. 
Though state taxes are a rela- 


tively small proportion of total 
farm and ranch real estate lev- 
ies, an advance In the state rate 
of 72 cents, from 42 cents the 
previous year, was the most sig- 
nificant item in the 1949 tax in- 
crease. 


Gilmer-Alkin school 
legislation 
was a factor in higher school 
taxes. A considerable number of 
farms and ranches formerly were 
in "dormant'1 common school dis- 
tricts with little or no taxes. Dur- 
ing 1949 these school units were 
consolidated with active districts, 
resulting in higher levies. 
Increases in 
individual coun- 
ties and 
type-of-farmlng 
areas 
varied widely. Of 197 counties in 


the survey, only three. Jim Wells, 
Eastland and Atascosa, registered 
declines of as much as 5 per cent. 
All type-of-farmlng areas showed 
some increase. 
The highest oc- 
curred in the blackland area and 
in the northern counties of the 
Grand Prairie. 
These are 
the 
areas where many of the state's 
common school districts are con- 
centrated 
and where numerous 
consolidations have recently oc- 
curred. , 
Smallest Increases were In the 
Lower Rio Grande Valley, parts 
of the coast prairie and the Ca- 
nadian river grazing area. 
Big Ratio Upsweep. 


Declining prices for agricultural 
products during 1949 in the face 
of higher taxes caused a precip- 
itous upsweep in the ratio 
of 


taxes to prices. 
The index of prices received for 
agricultural 
commodities in Tex- 


as declined from 310 in 1948 to 
275 in 1949, according to 
the 
U5DA Bureau 
of 
Agricultural 


Economics, while the tax index 
rose from 249 to 286. The move- 
ment of taxes and prices in op- 
posite 
directions resulted 
in 
a 
tax-price ration of 1.04 in 1949. 
compared with a ratio of .80 in 
1948, an increase of 24 points or 
30 percent. 
Will the trend of taxes contin- 
ue upward? There are some in- 
dications that it will. -Operating 
costs of local governments may 
rise further, principally because 
of demands for expanded services 
and the need for more teachers 
as 
school enrollments Increase. 
Capital needs—for roads, school 
buildings, hospitals and other pub- 
lic improvements—have not yet 
been fully met. 
Higher assess- 
ments are administratively feas- 
ible; rate structures of counties 
and school districts have been 
broadened in recent years.

Charles L. Watkins is a thin, mild 
man who holds a job in which he's 
supposed to have the impartiality 
of Solomon. 
He must be doing all right be- 


cause he's had his job a long time 
in a place where tempers are short 
and suspicions sharp. 
Watkins, who is 70, Is the senate 
parliamentarian. In fact, he's the 
only 'full time parliamentarian the 
senate ever has had. 
In this job he's supposed to walk 
down the middle, looking neither 
at the Democrats nor Republicans, 
while unscrambling the senators 
from their own red tape, of which 
there is plenty. 
Until 
1883 the senate had 44 
rules. In that year, In what must 
have been an economy wave, the 
senate reduced Its rules from 44 
to 40. 
It still has the same 40 and It 
does its business according 
to 


those rules. 
Any time a senator acts contrary 


:o what another senator thinks one 
of the 40 rules means, his hand is 
called. 


And, 
since Democrats and Re- 


publicans are always pulling the 
rule-book on one another, there's 
work for.-Watkins. 
In short, he's supposed to help 
straighten "them out on what the 
rules mean. At this point maybe 
you're thinking: 
"Well, if there are only 40 rules, 
don't all the senators know them 
all by heart? Why do they need 
Watkins?" 
In 
the first place, the 40 rules 
cover about 50 pages in a booklet 
called the "Senate Manual." 
It's safe-to say no senator knows 


,he 40 rules by heart. Not 
even 
Watkins, who knows them inside 
out, 
can recite them word for word. 
Further, .there's a little thing, 
but a very important one, called 
"precedent", 
which 
concerns 
what previous senates did about 
a certain rule. 
Although all 40 rules have re- 
mained In force, down through 
the years the various senates 
have modified most of them by 
deciding a rule really means this 
or really meant that. 
So, when the present senate gets 
nto a dispute about a rule, if It 
cnows the precedents on that rule 
t can follow them. Or it can shoot 
off in another direction, setting a 
new precedent. 


Maybe here you say: "But can't 


:he senators keep a copy of 
the 
rules beside them, plus a copy of 
:he precedents?" 
The trouble is: Those precedents 
never have bee-n gathered together 
except in Watkins' head and 'his 
own typewritten notes. 
He has- gone back to 1883 in the 
Congressional record—the 
Daily 
Journal of the senate's doings—and 
read every page of every day the 
senate 
has been in session since 
that time. 
He had to do it that way because 
every dispute about a rule was bur-

of bills, and the other stuff

Watkins took full notes on every 
dispute.and now has 10 fat vol- 
umes of them In his office. Even 
so, his records go only from 1883 
to 1932. He hopes to bring the 
precedents up to date. 
Then, he expects the senate will 
have this whole history of prece- 
dents printed by the government 
printer for the use of future 
sen- 
ates . 
Watkins, born in Arkansas, got 
his first senate job as a clerk on 
June 15, 1915. At that time the as- 
sistant secretary of the senate was 
doubling as parliamentarian. For 
eight 
years Watkins sat beside 


him, 
listening to; him discourse on 
rules. 


Then in 1923 when this man be- 
came sick, Watkins was made act- 
ing parliamentarian. In 1935 the 
senate made him "official" parlia- 
mentarian, the first time that had 
happened. His assistant is Edward 
Hickey, who may succeed him some 
day. 


(The 
house parliamentarian is 


Lewis Deschler. He's had that job 
since 1928. Being a much 'younger 
man that Watkins, he may wind up 
having 
been 
a parliamentarian 
longer.)

—A variation 
of the 
electronic 
brain which solves complex math 
ematical problems in a twinkling 
may be translating languages by 
next fall'. 
Dr. H. D. Huskey, of the Na 
tional Bureau of Standards, told of 
a new calculator at the University 
of California at Los Angeles. 
Instead of numerals, he said in a

A Russian scientific treatise, for

OUTGROWTH OF IDEA STARTED 
BY WOMAN IN WASHINGTON 


Father's Day, Juno 18, repre- 


sents the ideal of 
one 
woman 


adopted as the ideal of the Amer- 
ican nation. 
In 1910 Mrs. John Bruce Dodd 


a mother, prevailed upon the min- 
isters of the city of Spokane, Wash., 
to foster a day onco a year to 
honor fathers of the nation. It was 
a loving gesture to her own fa- 
ther, William Smart, a Civil War 
veteran, who raised six children 
on a ranch after the mother's ear- 
ly death. Mrs. Dodd felt that a 
day set aside would give the de- 
served attention on the father's 
place in training children. 
Mrs. Dodd had hoped that June 


5, 'her own father's birthday (and 
he was living at the time) would 
be selected, but 
the 
ministers 


needed more time to prepare thlr 
sermons so the third Sunday in Junfl 
was appointed the first Father's 
Day memorial. 


Idea World-Wide 
The idea has spread to all parts 


of the world. In 1936' the National 
Father's Day committee was form- 
ed to help build the spiritual and 
patriotic observance of the day, 
and in 1942 this group chose Gen. 
Douglas McArthur the first Father 
of the Year. The following year 
Gen. Dwlght Eisenhower was hon- 
ored. Since then men in widely 
scattered fields have received trib- 
ute. 


Judge William O. Douglas was 
named Father of the Year in 1950 
bv the National Father's-Day com- 
mittee at the annual award lunch- 
eon held at the Grand Ballroom of 
the ,Waldorf-Astoria*.'May. 25. 
In making the 
announcement, 


Alvln • Austin, executive director 
of the committee, stressed that 
Justice Douglas was chosen be- 
cause he is the most colorful and 
outstanding personality in public 
life today- who by ''his thoughts 
and acts exemplifies the year's 
theme, "For a Safe World Tomor- 
row, Teach Democracy Today." 


Justice Douglas served on the 
Securities -and Exchange commis- 
sion from 1934 to 1939, the last 


few years as its chairman, and In 
1939 became as Associate Justice 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, the youngest man ever to 
be elevated to this lofty and hon- 
ored post. He is married and has 
a son. William, and a daughter, 
Mildred. 
Justice Douglas 
was born 
In 


Manie, Minn., October 16, 1898, tho 
son of William and Julia Bickforc 
Fiskfi Douglas. He was educated 
at Whitman College in Walla Wal- 
la, Wash., and attended Columbia 
Law School in Now York City. He 
practiced law in New Tork anc 
was an eminent former professor 
of law at Yale and a member o 
the Columbia Law School faculty

book, "Democracy and Finance,' 
published in 1940, and has contrib 
uted to various legal publications 
His new book, "Of Men and "Moun 
tains," was published by Harper 
and Bros, in April 1950.

HISTORY OF U. S. FLAG AND 
ITS MEANING PRESENTED AT 
KINSLOE HOUSE LUNCHEON 
, History of the United States 
was combined with an inspiration- 
al message on its meaning by Mrs. 
P. H. Loggins, speaker for the 
Wednesday membership luncheon 
at Kinsloe House, when the James 
Blair chapter, Daughters of the 
American Revolution, served as 
hostess organization. 
Opened with prayer and a pledge 


to the Flag, the program was pre- 
sented bv Mrs. H. R. Stroube, Jr., 
program chairman. Mrs. Roy T.ove 
is regent of the organization. 


In detailine- the history of the 
flag, Mrs. Logging 
pointed 
out 
that 173 years ago, June 14, 1777, 
the Continental Congress meeting 
in Philadelphia adopted a resolu- 
tion authorizing a flag with 13 al- 
ternatinp- stripes of red and white 
and with 13 stars, white on a'blue 
field, representing a new constel- 
lation. The arrangement 
of the 
stars was not specified, so we 
have had manv forms, even a cir- 
cle, Mrs. Loggins said. This circle 
was said to have represented the 
equality of the states or Union 
without end. 
Mrs. Loggins reviewed the tra- 


dition that Betsy Ross made the 
first flag and statements of George 
Washington concerning, the mean- 
Ing of its colors. 


As new states were admitted to 


the Union, the need for changes 
became evident, but the resolution 
of. July 4, 1818, limited the stripes 
to 13 as representing the colonies 
but provided for a new star for 
each additional state. 
Stars for States 
In these stars, the speaker point- 


ed out, could' be read the growth 
of the United States, with each 
star assigned to a definite state, 
as the first to Delaware, the 10th 
to Virginia, the 16th to Tennessee, 
the 28th to Texas and the 48th to 
Arizona. 


She related how Woodrow Wil- 


son offered the first Flag Day 
proclamation May 30, 1916 and how 
the Flair Code was established bv 
a national conference. There is 
no federal legislation protecting 
the Flag against mutilation, des- 
ecration or exploitation for mer- 
cenary purposes. The National So- 
ciety of the Dapghters of the Am- 
erican Revolution is supporting 
legislation to protect the Fla^ from 
these abuses. 
Mrs. Logjrins' closing remarks 
were as follows: "Whenever we 
think of our country 
as 
being 


great, the flag tells us why it is 
great—because patriotic men and 
women have worked and struggled 
to make it great. Whenever we 
think of our country 
as 
being 


good to .live in, the flag tells us 
why it ia so—because men gave 
their lives In defense of liberty, 


right and justice and made it pos 
sible for us to enjoy these bless- 
ings. 


"Such is the mesage that the 
flag has for each one of us, an< 
such is the message it will take 
to our children and our children's 
children. 


No Greater Significance 
"No flag could have greater slg 


niflcance, nor command higher re- 
gard for its dignity and beauty 
than this our Flag, the Flag of the 
United States of America, repre 
sentinjr those principles for whicl 
men have and will sacrifice all. 


"When we look at the Flag, in it 
Stars and Stripes, in its red, whit 
and blue, we read its story anc 
hear its message. When we con 
template what it all means an 
stands for, when we think at wha 
cost of life and sacrifice the Flag 
flies over us today, it mutely en 
treats us to cherish it, to keep i 
as it has been handed down to u; 
to defend it." 


Mrs. Loggins concluded with a 
poetic quotation from Wilbur D 
Nesbitt.

COMPLETE DEVOTION IS ONLY 
SOLUTION SAYS HEBREW SEEH 


Prophet Malachi Demands Moral and Spirit- 
ual Reform—Shows People That National 
Disaster Results From Private Sins—Reveals 
That Church Tithes Are Test Of Loyalty

At the half-way mark of the 


twentieth century, the world is in 
the most serious situation 
ever 


recorded in history. 
The recent 


statements by some of our scien- 
tists about the power anddestruc- 
tiveness of modern atomic weap- 
ons 
have awakened millions 
to 


their 
predicament. 
Thoughtful 


persons are inclined to' be pan- 
icky over the present world out- 
look. 
They are terrified by re- 


cent developments in Europe and 
Asia, 
and 
by 
the 
trend 
of 


things generally. 
Frightened rich 


men are buying secluded retreats, 
in the hope of escaping possible 
atom or hydrogen bombs. 
The 


number of fear-filled persons who 
foresee general catastrophe is in- 
creasing. 
" This situation is having a nat- 
ural and 
Inevitable result. The 


discerning perceive that the world 
is undergoing a great purge for 
its sinning. They recognize that 
there must be a reckoning with 
the living God. 
Persecution Bouses Christians, 
Christians in many countries in 


Europe are finding their religious 
freedom 
restricted 
and 
seeing 


their religious leaders persecuted. 
Only in a crisis such as prevails 
today do most persons realize that 
God is the essential factor. Events 
everywhere are a clarion call, to 
repentance and return to Him. 


There is a close analogy be- 


tween the case of Judah and Is- 
rael 2400 years ago and our pres- 
ent times. 
For their private sin- 


ning, the Hebrew people were na- 
tionally punished. And their proph- 
ets, like ours, were forever call- 
ing the people back to loyalty to 
the Lord who had made and pre- 
served them as a nation. It took 
the terrible experience of the ex- 
ile to lead the Jews back to re- 
pentance, and to a final abandon- 
ment of idolatry. What our purga- 
tion will be is already foreshad- 
owed in current events. 
The prophet Malachi, with whom 


this week's Sunday school lesson 
is concerned, lived about 440 B. 


Malachi means "messenger;" 


whether this was his real name or 
his title we do not know. In either 
case, he brought a, much-needed 
message to a people who had be- 
come as negligent and perfunctory 
in their religion as many modern 
Christians—and who were under- 
going a national punishment for 
it. 


Malachi's book abounds in illus- 


trations of the people's lost or 
ax faith. 
They 
had 
become 


rieathen in their low standards of 
ife; 
greed, 
oppression, 
self- 


absorption, neglected religious du- 
ties, divorce. 
Malachi is uncom- 


promisingly severe upon the then 
prevailing divorce, quoting Jeho- 
vah as saying, "I hate putting 
away." 
They had failed to offer 


o the Temple the tithes which the 
Mosiac 
Law 
enjoined. And 
the 


sacrifices 
which they did 
offer 


were 
frequently lame, 
sick 
or 
worthless 
animals 
.instead 
of 


.hose chosen from 
the 
unblem- 


.shed and best of the flock. 
Offerings Test People. 


The message 
which 
Malachi 


irought to his people was a de- 
nunciation of their failures and 
a demand for their return to a 
vhole-hearted 
devotion 
to 
God. 
As the first act of their return, 
he urgasl them to live up to their 
covenant in the matter of tithes 
and 
offerings. 
"Bring we the 


vhole tithe unto the storehouse, 
hat there may be food in my 
house, and prove me now here- 
with, saith Jehovah of hosts, if I 
will not open you the windows of 
leaven, and pour you out a bless- 
ng, that there shall not be room 
enough to receive it." 
God was 


willing, as He always is, to re- 
ward his people; but they must 
first prove their devotion. It was 
not their money that the Lord de- 
sired, but themselves. Their tithes 
were but a test of their devotion. 
The test is still a valid one. As 
jhristians, we believe that God 
made us and all that is ours. We 
are his stewards, using his gifts 
under 
his supervision. 
How we 


use them is the proof of our loy- 


alty. 
If we give generously and 


adequately to God's wofk, our de- 
votion is clear to Him. But if we 
selfishly keep his gifts for our- 
selves, then our devotion 
to our- 


selves must obviously be greater. 
The challenge made so long ago 
also by Malachi still faces every 
modern Christian each time the 
collection plate is passed in church: 
How wholehearted is 
my loyal- 


ty to God? 
Solution In Loyalty to God. 
The whole subject and the en- 
tire Book of Malachi root back 
to the issue of the spirit's su- 
preme 
allegiance. 
Most 
of 
us 


live by lesser loyalties than our 
duty to God—though there 
are 


millions who put Him first in 
everything. 
And until God gets 


and keeps first place in human 
thinking and human living, there 
will be no solution of present so- 
cial and international problems. 


Life's loyalties scale thus: God 
first, with all of truth and con- 
science 
that 
He 
comprehends; 
then Country; then Home, then 
the' world with all of !ts varied 
needs. 
The commonest error of 
humanity is to put second things 
in first place. 
Life is integrated 
and simplified 
when its center 


is kept the sense of obligation to 
God, 
and 
to His 
all-embracing 


Law.
